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Some Destroy, While Others Build 
F there ever was a time, since the estab- 
lishment of the Republic, when there 
was room in the, United States for the 
professional revolutionist, that time has 


‘passed. In a recently-published thesis entitled 


“¢Ameriean Individualism.’’ Herbert Hoover, 
Secretary of Commerce, makes this apparent. 
In an address delivered a few days ago in 
New York, Mr. Hoover’s fellow Cabinet 
officer, James J. Davis, Secretary of Labor, 
reiterated and emphasized his conviction that 
the only wise course is to deport, to the lands 
from which they came, those undesirable aliens 
who are seeking, by boring from within, and 
by open denunciation of the American theory 
cf democracy, to tear down and destroy the 
fabrie of government. 

Mr. Davis insists that there is no room in 
the United States for the professional revolu- 
tionists who are attempting to engraft upon 
American institutions the doctrine of hate. 
discontent, and disregard for the established 
order which has caused industrial and social 
chaos elsewhere. He sees no promise of win- 
ning these propagandists to a voluntary adop- 
tion of democratic ideals through the processes 
whieh have made loyal American citizens of 
millions of aliens who have been willing to 
divest themselves of the prejudices of class. 
The agitator is immune to all such teaching. 
He has come to destroy and not to build, to 
instruct rather than to learn. 


America’s doorway stood wide open for 
many years. Through it came, almost. un- 
challenged, the multitudes who sought to 


escape political and economic inequalities im- 
posed by some form of autocracy. But there 
came also, as there continues to come, those 
whose vision is only of an America where un- 
questioned license is given to those who claim 
the ability to destroy what they profess to 
regard as the autocracy of the clauses by sub- 
stituting for it the. equally vicious autocracy 
of the masses. Mr. Hoover has pointed out 
that there is no choice between the forms of 
autocracy. Hither, he declares, is antagonistic 
to and destructive of that individualism, in 
thought and effort, which has established and 
which perpetuates true progress as jt 1s eX- 
emplified in America. 

Jt has been estimated that a survey would 
disclose perhaps 150,000 of these undesirable 
aliens in the United States. Mr. Davis be- 
lieves the number is nearer 70,000. But what- 
ever figure such a survey would verify, the 
fact remains that the cleansing and elimina- 
ting process should be begun without delay. 
lf there is no voom in the United States for 
several thousand of these agitators, there is 


. 
no room for even one of them. They have no 


place in a constitutional democracy. When it 
is proposed to relax the rule restricting im- 
migration, due consideration should be given 
to the warnings which students like Mr. 
Tloover and Mr. Davis have voiced.—Christian

MISS JANE HUMPHRIES—

rain, or “tide” as ,we call it here. 
When the footlogs are out, the chil- 
dren cannot get to school unless 
someone can "set them across” with 
horse or mule. Sometimes three or 
‘our children will come to school all 


j astride one patient old mule. 


In our own district we have with- 
in the past year built two swinging 
bridges to replace the footlogs. 
That is, the men of our community 
elub built them, obtaining from the 
county an appropriation to buy ma- 


terial by offering to perform the 
labor themselves, without pay. So 
‘his winter, our children are able 
to. get to school. A part of our 
listrict is on the opposite side of 
, mountain from our sehool. Our 
‘community club men made a trail 
,eross this mountain so that the 
‘hildren could come across (a dis- 


tance of about a mile or mile and 
1 half) instead of having to go four 
miles or more around by the road. 


As to the boys and girls them- 
selves, they are much like others. 
The boys are simply crazy about 


playing ball, and simply live on the 
basketball ground in every 
moment. This last year we have 
had a girls’ team, too, and the girls 
But most of the boys 
and girls have to work more than 
boys and girls usually do outside the 
mountains. Their day is something 
like this: They get up probably 
about five o’clock—earlier in summer 
and perhaps not quite so early just 
at this time of year. The girls who 
are old enough help get breakfast or 
perhaps get it alone. They or the 
younger girls wash the dishes. The 
small children draw water and carry 
coal and wood. The women or girls 
usually milk the cows. It is con- 
sidered a part of women’s’ work 


spare | 





to start pretty early to get here. It 
takes the children from the Flax- 
patch about an hour to cross the 
mountain, as it is a stiff climb part 
of the way. Others come from a 
mile or more down the creek along 
a muddy, creek-bed road. 


School is out at a- quarter to 
twelve and begins again at one. Most 
of the childrens bring their dinner. 
At half-past three school is out for 
the afternoon and the children go 
home. Then there are chores, like 
chopping wood, caring for the ani- 
mals, etc. Most families have supper 
about five and go to bed before eight. 
Often at night they all gather around 
the fire and sing, for the people here 
live up to their local name of “Sing- 
ing Carr,” and are all good singers. 
We have two orphan boys living 
with us, and they usually sing be- 
fore they go to bed every night—old 
hymns with many verses and a minor 
melody, and old English ballads that 
have been handed down for several 
generations. Even the little bits of 
children can sing and know most 
of the words of the songs. We try 
in our school to keep the character- 
istic music, and not let the old songs 
die out, though of course they sing 
the newer ones, too. 

Many of the older women spin and 
weave, and a few of the older girls 
know how to weave. We expect to 
have it taught in our school as 
soon as we can get the equipment 
and make arrangements for it. 

When we can have our new build- 
ing, we can do more in many ways 
than we-.can now. One of the dif- 
ficulties now is to secure regular at- 
tendance at school. It is not due, 
either, to any lack of desire to go 
to school in most cases, or real wish 
to keen their children out on the

part of the parents. But during the 


crop season, which begins in late 
March or first of April, the whole 
family have to work, and many chil- 
dren have to stay out of school. Dur- 
ing the winter, childrens who live a 
long distance often cannot come be- 
cause they cannot get across the 
creeks or past the mudholes in the 
road. If there is sickness, the chil- 
dren have to stay out to help with 
the work. It is a primitive commun- 
ity and each family is an independent 
unit in itself, just as in early times. 
Each family raises its own food, 
mends its own shoes, kills its own 
animals for food, ete. The commun- 
ity is entirely a rural one and there 
are no specialized workers. When 
we can have room here so that chil- 
dren can live right here, we can 
have regular attendance at least from 
the group who live here. And the 
children all want to come to school. 
One small boy who has had to stay 
out a great deal, fairly beams from 
head to foot when he can be in 
school even at all continuously. One 
day two winters ago, when he fell 
off the footlog while helping a small 
sister to cross the creek, he arrived 
at school dripping, but he said, with 
a smile and a vigorous nod of his 
head: “There ain’t no turnin’ me! 
I aim to come every day!” 

I think it is difficult for people 
outside to understand, too, how re- 
mote the people here are from every 
sort of ordinary opportunity and 
convenience. There are no good 
stores, no libraries except ours and 
one or two others at Settlement 
Schools, no good roads. The other 
day we needed some stovepipe. We 
sent two miles to: the nearest little 
store, but they did not have the 
light size. We wrote to the small 
minining town at the end of the rail- 
road, eight miles away, but the mail 
carrier failed to bring it up. We

year when we had to have the school- 
house chimney repaired, the work- 
man had to get on a horse and ride 
quite a distance to borrow a trowel 
of a man whom he knew who had 
one! We immediately sent ‘out- 
side’ and bought one when that 
realizing sense of the lack of trow- 
els presented itself! We had already 
laid in a stock of every tool we 
could think of, but had slipped up 
on the trowel! 

If we want to go to Lexington, our 
nearest approach to a real city, we 
have to go eight miles first in the 
“mail hack” (starting at six o'clock 
in the morning), and jolting and 
bumping and slumping along the road 
for about three hours and a half 
(eight miles). Or else go the eight 
miles on a horse or mule with our 
traveling bags roped to the saddles 
and swinging along with the horse. 
Then we have to wait an hour or 
two or more, according to whether 
the train is on time or not, for the 
little branch train which takes us 
six miles farther to the main line. 
This branch train is a freight train 
with one passenger coach hitched on 
at the end of it. It usually takes 
from two to four hours to go the 
six miles, becatise the train stops 
every mile or so and the engine 
goes off to switch coal cars. Once 
I was on it when it took five hours. 
Then another wait for the main line 
train—and one gets to Lexington the 
next morning. We often think how 
much easier it would be to go from 
Lexington to California, than to get 
from here to the main line of the 
Re R.! 

But the great need down here, 
sven more than the material things, 
‘3 the need for an understanding of 


‘rue citizenship and services. we 
are trying to give that to the boys

The people in 
this particular neighborhood are, 
however, of a very high type for the 
mountains, and have been most sat- 
sfactory to work With. ,They really 
desire the best things for their boys 
and girls( and so we feel that our 
pioneering has been worth while. 
This letter is already too long, but 
| would like to tell you a little 
~bout our Christmas. Down here in 
ho mountains Christmas is. in many 
places, a day for fire-crackers, like 
Fourth of July, and too often real 
shooting and plenty of “moonshine.” 
During the two years and a half 
‘with three Christmases) that we 
have been here, we have tried to 
start customs that will bring bac 
the religious signiScance of the day. 
1 enclose a little sketch of our first 
Christmas (1920), before *our buiid- 
ing was finished. Our Christmas of 
1921 was a much more comfortable 
one, if not so picturesque, for we 
were not cold all the time. This 
ear we had tableaus of the scenes 
of the Nativity, and the children did 
wonderfully well as shepherds and 
angels and Mary and Joseph. I wish 
you could have seen Bethel Breeding 
as “Mary.” 
the paintings of the old masters 
come to life. She had the very face 
for it. On Christmas Eve we all 
went up and down the ereek (in spite 
of the mud) singing carols at every
